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CORRESPONDENCE  STUDY 

The  work  of  the  correspondence  study  department 
has  been  enlarged  and  improved.  The  courses  are 
arranged  primarily  for  teachers  in  service ;  for  under- 
graduates who  desire  academic  and  professional 
training  and  for  graduates  who  wish  to  keep  pace 
with  the  rapid  changes  in  the  conception  of  education 
and  in  educational  methods.  Courses  will,  however, 
meet  the  demands  of  all  who  are  qualified  to  do 
professional  work  and,  for  any  reason,  are  tem- 
porarily unable  to  attend  college. 


Correspondence  Study  Regulations 


1.  Age  and  Scholarship,     (a)     For  secondary  (high  school)  work  the 

applicant  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age.  (b)  For 
college  work  the  applicant  must  present  fifteen  units  of  high 
school  work  from  an  accredited  high  school.  Those  with  less 
than  fifteen  units  may  arrange  to  complete  their  units  either 
by  correspondence  study  or  by  entrance  examinations,  or  by 
both  methods.  Students  should  not  attempt  to  do  college  work 
in  a  subject  in  which  they  have  not  had  a  high  school  prere- 
quisite; for  example,  should  not  attempt  English  25  without 
having  had  three  units  of  high  school  English  nor  Mathematics 
31  without  having  had  high  school  Algebra.  Those  who  lack 
three  or  four  units  of  high  school  work,  which  they  expect 
to  make  by  entrance  examinations  or  correspondence  in  Agri- 
culture, Hygiene,  Civics,  etc.,  may  take  correspondence  work  in 
such  college  subjects  as  Education  or  some  other  subject  not 
based  on  the  proposed  high  school  subjects. 

2.  When  to  Begin.    A  student  may  begin  this  work  any  time  during 

the  year.  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  enroll  for  more  than 
one  subject  at  a  time. 

3.  Selection  of  Course.     Applicants   without   former  record   in  this 

college  should  write  the  Correspondence  Study  Department  for 
an  application  blank  for  high  school  or  college  entrance  units, 
and  leave  the  selection  of  courses  to  the  correspondence  study 
committee.  Former  students  should  secure  a  revised  memo- 
randum of  credits  and  a  current  catalog  before  selecting  courses. 

4.  How  to  Register.     After  deciding  upon  the  course  desired,  write 

the  Correspondence  Study  Department,  enclosing  check  or 
money  order  to  cover  the  fee.  Make  check  payable  to  State 
Teachers  College. 

5.  Fees,      (a)      For  high  school  work,  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  per  unit 

course;  $5.00  per  half  unit. 

(b)  For  college  work,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2.50) 
per  credit  hour,  or  $10.00  for  a  regular  four-quarter 
hour  course. 

(c)  All  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance  and  cannot  be  re- 
funded. 

6.  Credits,      (a)      High  school  work  gives  standard  (Carnegie)  units. 

(b)  College  work  (based  on  fifteen  admission  units) 
gives  quarter  hour  credits.  (One  quarter  hour  credit 
is  equal  to  2-3  semester  hour  or  1-3  session  hour 
credits). 

(c)  Any  student  who  has  completed  a  course  in  corre- 
spondence study  work  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  in- 
structor in  charge  shall  receive  credit  in  extension. 
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(d)  A  permanent  record  of  all  credits  earned  in  exten- 
shall  be  kept  in  the  correspondence  study  depart- 
ment, and  may  be  transferred  on  request  from  said 
department  to  any  institution. 

(e)  The  number  of  college  correspondence  work  credits 
made  by  a  student  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  per 
cent  of  the  total  number  necessary  for  the  course 
(Certificate,  Diploma,  B.  S.  Degree)  which  applicant 
is  pursuing. 

7.  Time  Limit.     Since  each  quarter-hour  of  credit  is  presumed  to 

require  not  less  than  thirty  hours  of  preparation  for  the  average 
student,  the  number  of  college  credits  that  a  correspondence 
student  may  make  is  limited  to  the  same  number  which  that 
student  can  make  in  residence.  Each  regular  course  (4  quarter 
hours)  must  be  completed  within  12  months  from  the  time 
instruction  sheets  are  sent  out,  and  a  split  course  (2  quarter 
hours)  in  6  months.  A  unit  course  must  be  completed  within 
12  months,  also. 

8.  Instruction  Sheets.    As  soon  as  fee  is  paid  and  course  selected  the 

student  will  receive  from  the  secretary  instruction  sheets  cover- 
ing the  assignments  of  the  course.  There  will  be  one  assign- 
ment for  each  quarter-hour  credit.  These  assignments  must 
be  written  up  in  regular  order  and  mailed  to  the  department 
one  at  a  time  in  the  addressed  envelopes  furnished  by  the  de- 
partment. Do  not  allow  them  to  accumulate.  This  adds  to 
the  work  of  the  instructor  and  robs  him  or  her  of  many  appor- 
tunities  to  help  students  in  their  work.  When  the  last  assign- 
ment of  the  course  (the  4th  for  a  regular  course)  is  mailed  in, 
let  it  be  accompanied  by  the  instruction  sheets.  For  high  school 
work,  there  will  be  twelve  assignments  per  unit.  Each  group 
of  four  assignments  will  cover  the  work  usually  done  in  that 
subject  in  three  months  of  the  average  high  school. 

9.  Form  of  Manuscripts.     Students  are  requested  to  prepare  their 

manuscripts  in  accord  with  the  following  suggestions : 

1.  Use  thin  white  paper  8  1-2x11  inches  in  size.  Write  clearly 
and  legibly  in  ink,  or  use  a  typewriter;  the  latter  is  pre- 
ferred. Use  separate  sheet  for  business  and  other  communi- 
cations. 

2.  On  the  first  page  of  each  manuscript  write  the  Title  of  the 
Course,  Assignment  Number,  and  Your  Name  and  Address. 

3.  Use  one  side  of  the  paper  only.  Leave  a  margin  of  2  inches 
on  the  left  side  of  each  sheet  for  instructor's  corrections. 
Leave  open  space  between  paragraphs.  Number  sheets  of 
your  manuscript  consecutively,  and  clip  them  together. 
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4.     In  case  of  a  change  in  the  mailing  address  of  a  student,  the 
Correspondence  Study  Department  should  be  duly  notified. 

10.  Criticisms  and  Corrections.     Each  assignment  will  be  turned  over 

to  the  member  of  the  faculty  who  teaches  that  subject  for  cor- 
rection. If  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  the  student  will  be 
notified  of  the  corrections  to  be  made.  Please  feel  free  to  ask 
any  questions,  or  write  for  added  information  relative  to  the 
work.  All  such  requests  will  be  promptly  turned  over  to  the 
instructor  in  charge  of  the  course. 

11.  Examinations.     When  all  the  assignments  of  a  course  have  been 

approved,  the  student  will  be  given  an  examination  on  the 
course.  The  questions  for  this  test  will  be  prepared  by  the 
instructor  and  sent  out  by  the  department  to  th  eapplicant's 
county  superintendent  (or  to  some  other  examiner  approved  by 
the  department).  After  the  papers  shall  have  been  returned 
they  shall  be  graded  by  the  instructor  and  the  student  notified 
of  the  result. 

Examinations  shall  be  taken  within  two  weeks  after  com- 
pletion of  last  assignment  unless  the  student  elects  to  defer 
it  until  he  enters  the  college  for  resident  work,  in  which  case 
it  shall  be  taken  within  two  weeks  after  student  enters. 

12.  Where  Work  Done.     Correspondence  work  cannot  be  taken  while 

a  student  is  registered  for  resident  work  except  by  special  per- 
mission of  the  faculty.  In  this  case  it  shall  be  duly  considered 
in  the  total  credits  permitten  for  the  quarter.  That  is,  the  total 
including  both  class  and  correspondence,  shall  not  exceed  18 
hours  per  quarter. 

13.  Text  Books.     The  texts  required  for  correspondence  courses  are 

given  on  the  instruction  sheets.  Students  are  expected  to  pur- 
chase their  own  texts  from  the  publishers. 

14.  Do  not  send!  any  papers  to  the  department  from  August  15  to 

September  15.  Continue  study  at  rate  indicated,  sending  in  pa- 
pers after  September  15. 

SUGGESTIONS. 

1       Give  at  least  one  hour  each  day  to  your  correspondence  study. 

2.  Study  carefully  the  text  and  required  reading,  write  out  notes,  com- 

ments, etc.,  before  beginning  to  write  up  th  assignmnt. 

3.  In  your  answers,  stick  to  the  point  and  do  not  waste  words. 

4.  In  illustrations,  give  detail  in  full  on  points  that  show  the  principle. 

5.  Be  sure  to  read  your  paper  carefully  before  mailing  it. 

6.  When  discouraged,  keep  at  it — never  give  up.     This  is  the  most 

important  rule  of  success  in  this  kind  of  work. 
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7.  Address  all  communications  to  the  Correspondnece  Study  Depart- 
ment. If  there  are  questions  for  the  instructor's  attention, 
write  them  on  a  separate  sheet  so  the  secretary  can  hand  to  in- 
structor. 

ENTRANCE  UNITS  FOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  WORK 
The  units  required  as  a  basis  for  college  work  must  include  Alge- 
bra, 1;  English,  3;  Geometry,  1  (not  required  for  certificate)*;  electives 
to  make  up  a  total  of  15.     The  minimum  and  maximum  numbers  of 
units  accepted  by  subjects  are  : 

Agriculture,  1-2  to  1 ;  Algebra,  1  to  2 ;  American  History,  1-2  to 
1;  Ancient  History,  1-2  to  1;  Arithmetic,  1-2;  Biology,  1-2  to  1;  Book- 
keeping, 1 ;  Botany,  1-2  to  1 ;  Civics  and  Economics,  1-2  to  1 ;  Domes- 
tic Science  and  Art,  It  to  4;  Education,  1-2  to  2;  English,  3  to  4;  Eng- 
lish History,  1-2  to  1;  French,  1  to  3 ;  General  Science,  1-2  to  1; 
Geography,  1-2  to  1 ;  Latin,  1  to  4 ;  Manual  Training,  1-2  to  4 ;  Modern 
History,  1-2  to  1;  Music  (School),  1-2;  Music  (Piano  or  other  instru- 
mental), 1-2  to  2;  Physical  Education,  1-2;  Physics,  1-2  to  1;  Physiol- 
ogy and  Hygiene,  1-2  to  1 ;  Spanish,  1  to  3 ;  Solid  Geometry,  1-2 ; 
Stenography,  1  to  2 ;  Trigonometry,  1-2;  Typewriting,  1  to  2 ;  Voca- 
tional Agriculture,  1  to  4. 

*Plane  Geometry  not  required  for  diploma  or  degree  if  student 
takes  8  hours  of  college  Algebra,  unless  the  student  is  majoring  in 
Mathematics. 

Accredited  schools  will  be  classified  according  to  the  official  list 
of  the  state  accrediting  commission.      (See  April  Bulletin). 

Students  entering  from  fully  accredited  high  schools  will  be 
gven  credit  for  the  work  certified  on  their  entrance  credit  certificates. 
These  certificates  should  come  by  mail  in  advance  direct  from  the  princi- 
pal or  other  officer  of  the  school  attended. 

Students  entering  from  schools  on  the  partially  accredited  list 
will  be  given  credit  for  the  work  listed  on  their  certificates  but  this 
credit  cannot  exceed  the  number  of  units  for  which  the  school  was 
accredited  at  the  time  student  attended  same. 

Work  done  in  Summer  Normals  will  be  given  due  credit,  as 
high  school  work. 

Student  asking  for  credits  on  work  done  outside  this  state  should 
see  that  their  credit  certificates  are  accompanied  by  an  officially  signed 
statement  that  the  school  was  on  the  accredited  list  at  the  time  of  ac- 
ceptance. This  statement  should  be  signed  by  the  state  superinten- 
dent of  education  or  the  state  accrediting  officers. 

It  is  important  that  every  credit  certificate  show   : 

1.  Name  of  student. 

2.  Name  of  school  attended. 

3.  Length  of  attendance  and  dates  (as  1922-23,  1923-24). 
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4.  Whether  student  graduated  and  when. 

5.  Subjects  taken,  and  texts  used. 

6.  Number  of  weeks,  recitations  per  week,  length  of  recita- 

tions, and  grade  made  in  each  subject. 

7.  Amount  of  laboratory  work  in  Science. 

8.  Signature  of  person  reporting,  with  official  title,  as  Prin- 

cipal or  Superintendent. 

A  reasonable  degree  of  liberality  will  be  shown  in  evaluating  the 
high  school  units  of  students  of  maturity  and  teaching  experience. 


ENTRANCE  EXAMINATIONS 

Students  who  cannot  secure  fifteen  units  by  certificate  may  take 
entrance  tests  at  the  time  they  enter  (or  at  time  set  for  such  examina- 
tions). Those  desiring  to  take  these  tests  should  make  written  appli- 
cation on  form  furnished  by  the  Entrance  Credits  Committee. 

Entrance  examinations  will  be  given  beginning  on  the  last  Sat- 
urday before  the  opening  of  each  quarter.  The  only  students  who  can 
take  these  tests  are  those  who  entered  after  the  last  preceding  test.  A 
student  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  entrance  examinations  on  a  sub- 
ject already  taken  in  college  and  received  credit  on. 


CERTIFICATE    COURSES 


These  are  two  year  college  courses  based  on  15  units  of  high 
school  work. 

The  certificate  obtained  by  completing  either  of  these  courses 
is  by  law  a  first  grade  license  to  teach  in  the  elementary  grades  of  the 
public  schools  of  Mississippi,  for  a  period  of  five  years,  at  the  expiration 
of  which  time  the  license  may  be  renewed  for  periods  of  one  year  each 
by  six  week  attendance  in  this  college. 

One  who  holds  a  certificate  dated  prior  to  September,  1928,  may 
secure  a  new  five  year  certificate  by  completing  sufficient  additional 
work  in  residence  to  meet  present  certificate  requirements. 

There  are  two  certificate  courses,  the  lower  elementary  course 
and  the  upper  elementary.

DIPLOMA   COURSE 


This  is  a  three  year  college  course  based  on  15  units  of  high 
school  work.  It  is  intended  for  those  teachers  who  wish  to  teach  in 
high  schools,  and  is  the  first  three  years  of  the  High  School  Degree 
Course. 

The  completion  of  the  course  leads  to  a  diploma  which  is  by 
law  a  high  school  license  to  teach  in  the  public  high  schools  (or  in  the 
elementary  grades  of  Mississippi  for  life.  Diplomas  awarded  at  end 
of  htird  and  fourth  quarters  only. 

Sixty  per  cent  of  the  work  of  third  year  students  taking  this 
course  must  be  in  courses  numbered  above  100.  Not  less  than  30 
quarter  hours  of  entire  course  must  be  in  numbers  above  100.

THE  DEGREE  COURSES 


These  are  four  year  college  courses  based  on  15  units  of  high 
school  work.  They  are  intended  for  teachers  who  expect  to  make  teach- 
ing their  profession  and  wish  that  broad  scholarship  as  well  as  special 
preparation  that  will  fit  them  for  professional  elementary  supervision, 
high  school  teaching,  or  for  administrative  positions  such  as  principal- 
ships  and  superintendencies. 

The  completion  of  these  courses  leads  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science  which  is  by  law  a  professional  license  to  teach  any  position 
in  the  public  schools  of  Mississippi  for  life. 

Sixty  per  cent  of  the  work  of  juniors  and  seniors  of  these  courses 
must  be  in  courses  numbered  above1  100.  Not  less  than  60  quarter 
hours  of  the  entire  course  must  be  in  numbers  above  100. 

For  any  degree  course,  a  total  of  not  more  than  40  hours  may 
be  taken  in  any  one  subject  (except  in  education  and  in  the  student's 
major,  in  which  48  hours  may  be  taken.  In  Home  Economics  major, 
52  hours.)  A  combined  total  of  not  more  than  30  hours  may  be  taken 
in  commerce  and  music  (not  over  6  in  band),  nor  more  than  12  hours 
in  physical  education.  But  this  restriction  does  not  apply  to  majors  in 
these  subjects.  Degrees  are  awarded  at  the  end  of  third  and  fourth 
quarters  only.
